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F  amous  Lecturer 
to  Give  a  Series 
Here  Next  Week 

Dr.  Richard  Burton,  Eminent  Authority 
on  Literature  and  Drama,  to  Be  Heard 
on  Eight  Different  Occasions. 


Dr.  Richard  Burton,  perhaps  one  of 
the  best-informed  lecturers  on  the  Am¬ 
erican  platform  today,  will  bo  at  the 
College  next  week  and  will  give  a  series 
of  eight  lectures,  two  of  which  will  bo 
at  night.  These  lectures,  all  of  which 
may  bo  attended  by  the  general  public 
as  well  as  the  students  of  tho  College, 
will  deal  with  various  phases  of  liter¬ 
ature  and  drama. 

Of  all  of  tho  speakers  on  subjects  of 
literature  and  drama,  Dr.  Burton,,  by 
reason  of  his  deep  study,  and  sympa¬ 
thetic  attitude  toward  nature,  ,  is  ono 
of  tho  most  sought  after.  The  demand 
has  grown  to  such  proportions  that  he 
has  resigned  his  chair  in  the  English 
department  at  the  University  of  Min¬ 
nesota  and  is  now  giving  his  entire 
time  to  lectures. 

Dr.  Burton  will  give  his  first  lecture 
at  1:20  o’clock  Monday  afternoon.  At 
night  he  will  give  a  lecture  on  “Mark 
Twain:  A  Neighbor’s  View.’’  Dr. 
Burton  will  also  lecture  on  Thursday 
night,  at  which  time  he  will  speak  on 
‘‘Bernard  Shaw  at  Seventy.”  Both  of 
these  lectures  should  bo  of  groat  inter¬ 
est  to  everybody.  The  shaw  lecturo 
will  be  given  to  correct  a  great  many 
mistaken  and  curious  notions  concern¬ 
ing  this  noted  man. 

Dr.  Burton  will  give  one  lecture  on 
verse  and  two  on  tho  theatre.  On  Fri¬ 
day  morning  ho  will  lecture  on  “Joseph 
Conrad,  Psychologist  of  the  Sea.” 
Conrad’s  comparatively  recent  death 
excites  interest  in  his  work,  and  this 
lecturo  should  bo  appealing.

Mr.  Cradit  Writes  an 
Article  for  Journal 


In  the  latest  issue  of  “Tho  School 
and  Community,”  tho  official  publica¬ 
tion  of  tho  Missouri  State  Teachers’ 
Association,  is  an  interesting  article 
writton  by  Mr.  Cradit,  an  instructor  in 
tho  department  of  commerce  in  tho 
Collogo.  Tho  articlo  is  entitled  “An¬ 
tiquated  Bookkeeping  and  Accounting.  ’  ’ 
In  it  Mr.  Cradit  shows  tho  inefficiency 
of  the  old  mothods  of  bookkeeping  and 
of  accounting,  and  suggests  that  a  more 
efficient  system  bo  taught  to  the  stu- 
donts  of  commerce.  Ho  recommends 
Ito  method  known  as  tho  “Balanco 
Sheet  Approach.” 


A  number  of  College  students  are 
taking  advantage  of  tho  opportunity 
offered  by  the  College  to  get  real  prac¬ 
tice  in  teaching  by  teaching  in  tho 
Franklin  demonstration  school,  and  in 
tho  demonstration  school  at  the  Col¬ 
lege.  -  .

Antioch  collego,  at  Yellow  Springs, 
Ohio,  has  been  a  pioneer  'in  advanc¬ 
ing  tho  art  of  education  in  America. 
It  introduced  tho  plan  of  letting  stu¬ 
dents  work  and  go  to  school  at  the 
same  time.  This  college  conceived  tho 
idea  that  practical  experience  would 
go  well  with  theory  so  a  system  was 
introduced  whereby  a  student  Could  go 
to  school  for  a  few  weeks  and  ithen 
work  for  a  few  woeks.  This  work  was 
not  limitod  to  one  occupation  hut  to 
any  that  the-  student  might  chooso, 
hereby,  giving  him  an  opportunity  to 
eliminate  by  trial  until  he  found  the 
profession  or  occupation  which  best 
suited  his  individual  abilities.  Now 
the  college  comes  foTth  with  a  now  plan 
and  I  propose  to  set  forth  somo  f  the 
tonots  as  given  in  “Tho  Student.” 

Classes  will  ho  in  order  for  Fresh¬ 
men  only,  upperclassmen  will  uso  thoir 
-classroms  for  conferences,  mass  lectures, 
and  individual  advice,  these  meetings 
to  bo  held  as  needed  by  the  students. 
Tiio  purpose  of  the  professor  to  help 
tho  student  and  then  only  whon  furthor 
progress  is  almost  impossible.  Need- 
loss'  to  say  attendance  is  not  required. 
The  professors  will  outline  the  work  to 
be  covored  in  oach  course  for  tho  semes¬ 
ter  and  the  student  may  proceed  in 
the  manner  which  lie  thinks  best.  This 
will  eliminate  .the  constant  shifting 
from  subject  to  subject,  thus  giving 
time  for  study  and  concentration  oh 
tho  important  matter  in  each  subject. 
Oral  and  written  examinations  will  he 
given  at  scheduled  tlmoB  and  a  thorough 
examination  must  bo  passed  before  one 
can  receive  a  degree.

One,  f  course,  should  he  able  to  re¬ 
cord  financial  facta  nnd  record  them 
accurately.  But  this  should,  not  be  an 
end  in  itself.  One,  also,  should  he  able 
to  classify  financial  data — classifying 
it  in  such  a  way  that  it  can  be  present¬ 
ed  in  report  form  and  used  as  a  basis 
for  managing  the  business. 

Let  us  take  a  hypothetical  case: 
Supposo  $500.00  is  debited  to  Selling 
Expense  when  it  should  havo  been  debit¬ 
ed  to  Administrative  Expense.  Assume 
that  it  is  so  presented  on  the  Statement 
of  Profit  and  Loss.  Assume  further, 
that  the  total  sales  .for  tho  old  fiscal 
period  were  $20,000.00.  When  tho 
manager  of  the  business  interprets  this 
report  lie  receives  a  false  impression. 
Selling  expenses  have  increased  but  tho 
total  sales  have  remained  constant! 
($20,000.00).  Because  of  this  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  feels  that  the  $500.00  increase 
in  Selling  Expense  is  unwarranted.  He 
takes  steps  to  reduce  it  during  tho  next 
fiscal  period.  Ho  orders  two  salesmen 
dismissed.  When  he  findB  that, "at  the 
end  of1  the  third  fiscal  period,  buIcb 
have  decreased  $5,000100  he  cannot  ac¬ 
count  for  it.  If  the  expenses  hnd  been 
properly  charged  to  administration  the 
salesmen  would  not  have  been  dismiss¬ 
ed  nnd  the  sales  (all  things  being 
equal)  would  have  been  ns  much  as 
they  were  the  two  previous  periods.
